This  was  something  everybody  could  grasp, 
and  pi;ople  began  to  look  for  a drop  in 
prices  of  all  goods  coming  from  the  United 
Kingdom.  On  many  line.s  reductions  are 
already  in  effect. 

Now,  however,  there  is  evidence  that  on 
at  least  one  commodity  any  advantage  to 
consumers  In  Canada  and  the  United  States 
from  devaluation  of  the  pound  is  to  be  nulli- 
fied. Froni  Glasgow  this  week  came  an 
announcement  that  the  export  price  of 
Scotch  whisky  to  this  continent  is  to  be  In- 
creased by  an  amount  sufficient  to  main- 
tain the  dollar  return  at  pre-devaluation 
level.  According  to  the  distillers,  the  in- 


crease was  made  at  the  request  of  the  Brit- 
ish Government. 

What  sort  of  manipulation  is  this?  It 
may  be  true  that  des))ite  this  dubious  dis- 
play of  price  juggling  the  purchaser  of  a 
bottle  of  whisky  in  Canada  will  not  have  to 
pay  any  more  than  he  did  before  devalua- 
tion; but  the  whole  idea  was  that  he  should 
pay  less  and  that  thereby  the  volume  of 
sales  would  be  expanded.  Possibly  the  dis- 
tillers arc  unable  at  present  to  raise  their 
exports  and  this  step  has  been  taken  to 
prevent  a loss  of  dollars;  but  somehow  that 
does  not  appear  as  a likely  cxjilanation. 

If  the  British  Government  "asks"  other 
exiKirting  Industries  to  follow  the  .same 
course  as  the  distillers  it  will  defeat  Us  own 
end.s.  Wherever  their  sympathies  may  lie, 
the  dollar  countries  could  not  be  expected 
to  increase  their  purchases  of  British  mer- 
chandise to  any  appreciable  extent  If  prices 
remained  the  same.

A THREE-YEAR  delay  in  action  at  the 
worst  traffic  Intersection  in  Victoria, 
the  Fountain,  came  to  an  end  last 
night  when  the  City  decided  to  lake  action 
nn  the  circular  plan,  tnisling  to  street- 
markings  to  keep  Individual  traffic  lanes 
from  becoming  snarled.  Tliere  is  some  evi- 
dence that  the  rotation  plan  of  Itself  cannot 
perform  all  that  Is  needed  nt  the  site,  and  It 
remains  to  be  seen  whether  painted  traffic 


lines  on  the  streets  will  help  to  cure  what  W 
amiss.  The  Town  Planning  Commission, 
meanwhile,  has  filed  two  plans,  one  involv- 
ing traffic  lights.  The  City  is  opposed  to 
the  lights  on  account  of  their  exjiectcd  cost, 
S18.000.  and  is  preparing  to  go  ahead  with- 
out them.  The  salient  point  is  that  the 
City  will  remain  responsible  for  the  inter- 
section. and  if  it  requires  traffic  lights  to 
make  it  work  properly  they  will  have  to  be 
installed.

For  the  same  reason 
he  had  been  unable  to  pay  for  his  government 
hospltallKatlon.  Having  had  no  Income  he  could 
make  no  contribution  and  was  not  eligible  for 
benefits  as  a consequence.  Such  a case  could 
be  afforded  social  assistance  and  exempt  from 
payment  of  the  required  hospltallxatlon  fee. 

Health  and  W'elfare  Minister  Oeorge  Pearson.

There  can  be  few  cities  in  all  Canada 
which  can  duplicate  the  Victoria 
Memorial  Ice  Arena. 

The  building  is  magnificent,  and  each 
time  you  enter  It  the  more  Impressive 
It  seems.  The  lofty  ceiling,  grand  in 
Its  proportions,  and  the  banked  tiers  of 
seats'  Inter.vpersed  w’lth  spacious  stair- 
ways and  promenades,  combineTto  In- 
vite a feeling  almost  of  awe. 

There  will  be  Utile  of  that  feeling 
once  a hockey  game  gels  under  way.

CANADIANS,  belting  an  estimated 
1150.000.000  on  various  rackeu 
annually,  are  North  America's  biggest 
gamblers  <—  spending  twice  as  much 
money  per  capita  on  gambling  as 
do  Americans  ^according  to  a copy- 
righted article  m Coronet.  1!  gam- 
bling were  considered  an  Industry, 
the  article  says,  It  would  be  listed  in 
Canada's  statistics  Just  below  gold 
mining  and  considerably  above  ship- 
building, fisheries  and  machinery. 

A cross-country  survey  of  gambling 
in  Canada,  made  In  co-operallon  wUh 
police  and  .anti-vice  Investigators 
showed  the  lollow’ing: 

In  Toronto,  despite  police  action 
which  brought  about  the  conviction 
of  800  persons  on  gambling  charges  In 
the  past  year,  an  estimated  1,000  active 
bookmakers  continue  to  operate  one 
of  the  largest  betting  centres  on  the 
continent.  On  one  street  alone,  there 
arc  approximately  three  bookmakers 
to  every  block. 

In  Montreal,  one  Investigator  de- 
scribes gambling  as  "the  city's  biggest 
single  Industry.”  A recent  court  con- 
viction of  one  of  Montreal's  leading 
gamblers  disclosed  that  he  had  an 


annual  turnover  from  tliree  betting 
parlors  of  $2,500,000.  In  one  two- 
month  period,  he  cleared  $100,000  from 
baseball  and  horse-racing  bets.  The 
convicted  bookmaker  was  only  one 
member  of  the  city's  gambling  fra- 
ternity, which  was  described  as  con- 
trolled by  a flve-man  syndicate  em- 
ploying 12,000  people.  Driven  under- 
ground for  a time  by  tlie  raids.  Mont- 
real gamblers  are  again  comhtg  out 
of  hifiing. 

* * * 

In  the  Windsor  area,  gambling  is 
centred  In  the  suburbs  out  of  Jurisdic- 
tion of  city  police.  Tlieso  suburban 
establishments  also  serve  as  the  "back 
end”  or  "bookkeeping”  quarters  for 
Detroit  b<Hikmakers.  eflectlvely  out  of 
reach  of  Delroll’s  anU  - gambling 
squad.  Ontario  Provincial  Police  are 
now  Investigating  a Up-oS  from  De- 
troit authorities  that  some  20  Windsor 
district  hideouts  are  co-ordinatlog  Uie 
operations,  via  telephone  and  messen- 
ger, of  American  gambling  rings. 

In  the  MarlUmes,  the  RCMP.  has 
Information  that  no  fewer  than  ten 
gambling  syndicates  were  operating 
simultaneously  this  year.

The  potlUon  of  the  C B.C.,  however, 
cannot  be  Judged  entirely  on  such  a 
narrow  basis.  It  must  be  weighed  as  a 
great  national  Influence  designed  lo 
strengthen  the  culture  and  unity  of 
the  nation,  and  the  people  of  Canada 
have  declared  through  successive  gov- 
ernments and  parUaments  that  they 
arc  willing  to  pay  something  for  such 
an  Instrument.  The  question  is  how 
much  they  should  pay  and  whether 
they  are  getting  full  value  for  their 
money. 

The  only  place  to  find  out  Is  in  Par- 
liament. which  created  the  C B C.  and. 
in  the  final  analysis,  is  responsible  for 
it.  After  Mr.  Dunton's  submission  to 
the  Royal  Cdmmisslon  on  NaUonal  De- 
velopment In  the  Arts,  Letters  and 
8clence.s  Parliament  can  have  no  more 
doubt  that  Its  creation,  national  radio. 
Is  In  grave  trouble. 

There  may  be  some  disposition  li^ 
the  radio  committee  of  the  House  of 
Commons  and  In  the  Government 
to  delay  any  consideration  of  radio 
.questions  until  the  Royal  Commission 


reports.  This  would  be  a mistake  for 
It  does  not  appear  that  the  Royal 
Commission  has  the  time  or  the  au- 
thority to  make  a thorough  Investiga- 
tion into  the  finances  of  the  CB.C. 

On  the  cultural  aspects  of  radio 
without  doubt  the  Royal  Commission 
wlU  have  many  helpful  Ideas  to  sug- 
gest, but  surely  Parliament,  which 
bolds  the  national  purse  and  levies  all 
taxes  like  radio  licence  fees.  Is  solely 
responsible  for  a full  audit  of  the 
CB.C.'s  expenditures  and  revenues. 

A full  audit  implies  much  more  than 
the  two  figures  of  Income  and  outgo. 
The.'ie,  on  their  face,  show  that  the 
CBC.  either  must  have  more  money 
or  reduce  IU  service.  What  tlie  tax- 
payers have  a right  to  know  Ls  how 
the  money  Is  spent,  whether  there  Is 
waste  In  this  aspect  of  public  service 
as  there  certainly  is  In  many  Govern- 
ment departmenU.  whether  the  C.B.C. 
U doing  unnecessary  things  or  perhaps 
not  doing  necessary  things.  A parlia- 
mentary committee  should  examine 
all  the  expenditures  6f  the  CB.C.  in 
detail,  seek  explanations  from  respon- 
sible officials  and  Judge  whether  sav- 
ings are  possible. 

Not  until  this  Is  done  will  Parlia- 
ment or  the  Oovernmenf  be  Justified 
In  even  considering  a 100  per  eeqt  In- 
crease In  the  cost  of  radio  listening  in 
Canada.
